W. L, Oliver, one of the best fellows in the 
race horse business and a born comedian, won 
two races with Mauga and All Gold at Harlem 
yesterday and tjien immediately started to give 
everyone he came in contact with a good time. 
Oliver is a very popular fellow with every race 
track follower that knows him. Being a good 
loser and an excellent entertainer under any 
circum.stances, it is not hard to guess what be 
did after winning two races right off the reel. 

Mauga’s win was in the Proviso Stakes, which 
was worth $1,800, and the Cayuga-Medusa filly 
displayed a fine turn of speed, staying the five 
furlongs gamely, leaving four other good 
youngsters, including Farmer Bennett, behind 
her. Mauga was ridden by Master Tommy 
Knight, who, by the way. is riding in excellent 
form, and opening at 7 to 1, was backed down 
to 6 to 1. Farmer Bennett, with the only Burns 
in the saddle, was the public betting choice, 
being backed from even money down to 
7 to 10. 

Starter Dwyer gut the small field in the stake 
race away at the first break to a perfect start, 
it being almost impossible to tell which young- 
ster was first or which was last. Mauga, how- 
ever, pruve<l the quickest breaker and immedi- 
ately shot to the front sailing past the half-mile 
post two lengths in front of Boumerack, who 
was a length and a half better off than 
Farmer Bennett. Mauga stepped the first fur- 
long in 12i seconds and the (luarter in 24 fiat 
which made the wise ones remark “Oh, she will 
come back.’’ The filly was fit and ready though 
and going strong and easily she headed for 
home with a commanding lead and although 
leg- weary and all out she managed to stick it 
out to the end finishing three parts of a length 
in front of Boomerack. who ran a good game 
race. 

Close observers of form and players of 
goo<l judgment climbed on Headwater when 
the bookmakers carried bis price from 3 to 1 up 
to 10 to 1 and they cashed their tickets, too. 
Whatever made a sprinter of Headwater’s 
ability a 10 to 1 shot was a mystery. That he 
was the best in the race he fully demonstrated, 
by running around his horses on the the stretch 
bend and eventually winning most impressively. 
May Beach was a stanch favorite for the Head- 
water race, but she got away all in a tangle and 
never really got fully straightened out, finish- 
ing among the “also rans.” 

Albert Simons seems to be the “real thing’’ 
and be and his friends cleaned up (luite a neat 
sum on Kegea in the first race. Rues rode 
Begea and he evidently went to the post bent 
on getting away in front, which he managed to 
do, and it was nothing but Regea all the way. 
Kohnwreath, running in Farmer Gene Leigh's 
name, finished second and Donna Bella was 
third. 

Donna Rita, long overdue and at the fancy 
price of 4 to 1, “rtilled home” the easiest kind 
of a winner in the second race which was at a 
mile and a quarter. The pace in this race was 
very slow and just suited Donna Rita who made 
a sprint of it through the stretch. 

With the American Derby so near at hand 
much interest is always taken in the perform- 
ances of the different candidates, and conse- 
quently All Gold’s race was the center of attrac- 
tion yesterday. The handsome son of Rayon 
d’Or— Merry Nellie romped in front all the way 

a mile in 1 :434 — and was worked out the mile 

and a quarter in 2;10i. This colt is a sure 
sitarter in Washington Park's big^event, and it 
will take a good horse to beat him on that day if 
he improves as much from this race as he did 
from bis last one.

GO.SSIP OF THE TURF 



They are anticipating a big day at Latonia 
next Saturday, some reasons wherefore being 
given as follows in a Cincinnati newspaper: 

“On Saturday the Latonia Oaks, the only one 
of the series of Western Oaks at the regulation 
Oaks distance, one mile and a quarter, is to be 
decided. It closed with sixty-two entries, and 
with the exception of the Kentucky Oaks win- 
ner, Etta, the best of tb^tbree-year-old fillie.s 
in the west are nan>ed for it. Several candi- 
dates for the event are carded to meet in the 
mile condition dash for three-year-olds this 
afternoon, among them Unsightly and Anna 
Bain, who will probably be the betting choices 
in the race. 

“If Saturday is a bnght, pleasant day, there 
will be an outpouring of society at Latonia 
such as has not been kiK>wn in a long time. The 
race of the meeting for the social element in the 
three cities is scheduled for that day. It is the 
Gent lemen’s Cup race, at one mile. One con- 
dition of the race prescribes that the horses 
shall be ridden by members of the Riding Club 
of Cincinnati exclusively, and half a dozen 
prominent young society leaders have signified 
tbeir intention to take mounts. It goes without 
saying that the friends of each will be on hand 
to cheer him on to a victory which will carry 
with it for the successful one silver plate of the 
value of $100,”

“How the colt got the name is explained by a 
turfman a.-; follows: ‘Last winter,’ said the 
horseman, ‘Henry Wehmhoff came down to 
Memphis for a few days’ visit. While there he 
and Jake Markleiu went to the theater. Dur- 
ing the i>erformance a black-face team sang a 
song which bore the (|ueer title now held by the 
colt. Marklein turned to Wehmhoff and said : 
‘That’s an awful rotten song. I’ve got a bad 
race horse out at the barn which 1 will name 
after it.’ Jake did name the colt after the sung, 
much to the annoyance of a certain contingent 
of race followers who insist on calling the colt 
Syndicate Sandy.”— Cincinnati Enquirer.
